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107. The process of claim 101, which comprises 
recovering the alcoholic-precipitated fragments, subjecting an 
aqueous solution of said fragments to gel-f i 1 t rat ion and 
recovering the fraction, which fraction has a further increased 
anti-Xa titer to USP titer ratio.
